This 
week The Journal has been requested 
to publish statements from two or¬ 
ganizations, representing people of 
foreign birth, who desire to express 
their loyalty. On the other hand, there 
are some who have a secret partisan¬ 
ship for Germany, and its oppressive 
policies on weaker nations. If they 
found Canada a desirable place in 
which to live, they should give their] 
unqualified support to its government. 
Canada has given them privileges 
which would be absolutely banned in! 
Germany under Nazi rule. It is dif¬ 
ficult to understand why people ever 
left Europe if they give the least | 
countenance to Hitlerian policy.

Has No Place in Our Country 

(Editorial from The Labour Review, Toronto.) 

There is no place for the agents of either Moscow or Ber¬ 
lin in the Canadian economy. Yet the National Socialists— 
to give them a single name—are everywhere. Nowhere are 
they more firmly entrenched than in the munitions indust¬ 
ries. 

In the countries where National Socialism is practised in 
its several varieties (including{Communism and Fascism) 
there is no freedom of speech or action. The emergency to 
which the actions of those countries have given rise neces¬ 
sitates consideration of the extent to which such freedom 
can be afforded their agents and dupes in Canada. France 
has already cracked down on these enemies within the state. 
In Paris the anarcho-Communist dens are being raided, as 
were those of the Fascists before them. French workers 
are tearing up their Communist Party membership cards, 
but whether they do so through disillusionment or through 
fear cannot be determined. Like action by Communist 
Party members in Canada can have no merit: by no such 
gesture does one renounce the worship of the state, and the 
same lavish doctrine is being preached by a multitude of 
agencies. There can be no end to National Socialism in 
Canada, no security against the big double cross, until those 
who have been the friends of every country but their own 
are barred from access to the vital industries.

The banding of ducks and geese by Jack Miner, and in later years by 
the Biological Survey of Washington, has revealed that there are three 
migration routes which the birds follow in their annual flights to and from 
their breeding grounds. One route lies east of the Mississippi, another west 
of the Mississippi to the Rocky Mountains and the third is along the Pacific 
Coast, west of the Rockies. 

The ducks and geese banded by Jack Miner at Kingsville, Ontario, which 
is centrally located along the Great Lakes, are practically all reported shot 
east of the Mississippi with the exception of the odd bird which has strayed 
across to the western side of that big rn 

It has been Jack Miner’s sanctuary and his activities at Kingsville that 
have saved a breeding supply for hunters, and especially those who enjoy 
their sport in Southern Illinois and the junction of the Illinois and Missis¬ 
sippi rivers and eastward through to Carrituck Sound, Lake Mattamuskeet 
and other winter quarters.

The increase from this flock alone will give the sportsmen in the 
United States this fall an opportunity to shoot an additional 10,000 to 25,000 
geese.
